STATUS OF DEFAULTER NATIONS FIXED 


T Hli Johnson act, making it illegal tor any private person or 


corporation to have financial dealings with any foreign gov­ 
ernment in default in its payments of obligations to the govern­ 
ment of the United States, is so sweeping in its implications that 
the state department has obtained from the attorney general a 
ruling on the somewhat perplexing questions raised by it. 
While 
the issue is not wholly cleared by Mr. C um m ing’s statement, cer­ 
tain broad considerations may he regarded as settled. 
The opinion that token payments relieve the countries 
m aking them from the charge of default is cited as placing Great 
Britain, Italy and five other nations in a different category from 
the rest and leaves them up to the present in good standing, 
though whether further token payments can he accepted under 
the act is apparently a matter of doubt. 
But ordinary com m er­ 
cial paper is exem pt; so are bonds of solvent foreign cities and 
public corporations created by the act of congress or where the 
governm ent exercises a controlling interest. 
Thus the question 
!• in effect confined fo the war debts. 
France leads the list of 
the nations in default. 
O f immediate interest is the effect upon the financial deal­ 
ings with Russia contemplated after diplomatic recognition. No 
exception is made in the case of the Soviet government, which 
the attorney general holds responsible for the debts of the Ker­ 
ensky regime. 
This is logical enough. 
But it seems to make im­ 
possible for the present the trade relations which recognition was 
expected to stimulate. 
The ruling brings France, in particular, sharply face to 
face with the consequences of entirely ignoring her obligations.

One of the difficult points at is­ 
sue is whether the United States 
congress can be brought into line 
to accept an agreement if one is 
reached in accordance with French 
desires. 
Seeks To Make Token Payments 
Premier Doumergue, it was learn­ 
ed wants from President Roosevelt,

- agree that France is no longer in 
default on her “debts if she makes 
token payments similar 
to those 
made by Great Britain. If Congress 
will accept this arrangement, and 
it is held to be legal 
under 
the 
terms of the Johnson bill recently 
enacted by the American legislature 
Doumergue is prepared, it was de­ 
clared here, to seek necessary au­ 
thorization from the Chamber of 
Deputies to make the payments. 
What the French government ap­ 
parently wants to do, is make full 
payment of her December, 1932 in­ 
stallment and token payments on 
the installments due in June and 
December 1933, as Great Britain did.

Hear Five Witnesses. 
After hearing five witness—three 
federal officials and two i*epresenta- 
tives of the famous industrialist— 
the jurors discontinued interroga­ 
tions and went into deliberations on 
the case yesterday afternoon. With­ 
in an hour, they were reported to 
have reached a decision but were 
unable to make known their find­ 
ings because all judges had gone 
home for the day. 
When the deliberators entered the 
court room of Judge R. M. Gibson 
today, the jurist asked: 
“Do you have any return to 
make?” 
The foreman of the jury, William 
Boe^on, Uniontown bank clerk, re­ 
plied : 
“We have.” 
He then handed the bill, marked 
“not a true bill” to the clerk. Judge 
Gibson, noting the finding, return­ 
ed the bill to the clerk with instruc­ 
tions to have it fiW while te crowd 
of interested spectators -peculated 
on the decision.
